JURY TROUBLE. 


The United States is not the' only nation 


having trouble with its jury system. The French 
republic, perturbed by a series of acquittals in 
cases where the evidence apparently warranted 
conviction is demanding -jury reform. 
Eight 


years ago a bill fpr-that purpose was drafted-arid 
laid before a committee in parliament, but, it was 
placed in the committee. flies and permitted td 
remain dormant. It was not forgotten by the 
public, however, for the demand for its passage 
is increasing so that reform is not unlikely. 


In France, as in the United States, there is 


no demand for abolition of the jury. The com- 
position, selection and powers of the jury are the 
only issues. The suggested French improvements 
include more careful preparation of 4ists from 
which jurors are drawn. Over there, as in this 
country, some legal authorities point out that in- 
efficient juries reflect, in the final analysis, a 
weakness inherent in the democratic' forni of 
government. 


Another parallel exists in the ease with which 


citizens eminently qualified -for jury duty can 
escape service without violating ihe law. In 
brief, the contention in both France and the 
United States is that poor jurors are numerous 
because better material is withheld from 
courts by law.
